Thefts of motor vehicles up to the 


present time, during the yea** 1922, 


ani reported ♦‘o the State Highway 


Department, have totaled 11,685. 
Of 


the number stolen, 5,589 were report­ 


ed from Pennsylvania, and the balance 


from other states. 
The Department 
reports show that 3,836 
ars 
have 
been recovered during the year, and 
of those 1,549 were 
from 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, and 2,287 from other states. 


The State Highway Department as­ 
sists in the recovery of a great many 
stolen cars in the course of a year. 
It is very frequently able to advise 
an owner that application for regis­ 
tration of his machine has been made 
in another state. 
For example, it 
was reported by the state police at 
Wyoming, Pennsylvania, that an auto­ 
mobile had been stolen at Pittston, 
.lune 22. 
Two weeks ago the Depart­ 
ment received word from the Auto­ 
mobile Underwriters’ Detective Asso­ 
ciation, winch 
receives 
stolen 
car 
bulletins from the Pennsylvania De­ 
partment, that it had located this car 
in the city of New' York., 
Pennsyl­ 
vania is one of the few states which 
aids owners in the recovery of stolen 
cars. 


When a report is made of a car 
theft a series of cards is 
made 
up 
showing 
the make, 
manufacturer’s 
number, engine number, 
name 
and 
address of the owner, the date stolen 
and other information. 
One of these 
cards is sent to the Filing Section so 
that if application 
for 
registration 
of the car is made in any other frame, 
the previous owner can be notified. 
The remaining cards are indexed un­ 
der the make of car, engine number 
and 
'other 
classifications. 
Twice 
monthly a bulletin is issued giving in­ 
formation concerning 
cars 
reported 
stolen and recovered during the pre- 
ceedng 15 days. 
This 
bulletin 
is 
broadcasted to every 
Highway 
De­ 
partment in the United States, to the 
police officials of large cities, motor 
organizations, garages and others.
